Half of U.S. bishops 


Bishop Leo T. Maher has joined with 
almost half of the U.S. bishops in 


formally endorsing a bilateral nuclear - 


freeze proposal sponsored by Pax Christi, 
the international Catholic peace 
organization. The bishop went on record 
as favoring a bilateral reduction of 
nuclear weapons early last winter. 


Of some 280 active U.S. bishops, more 
than 130 have already sent Pax Christi 
messages endorsing the freeze, although 
most are not members of the 
organization. 


“I CAN SEE it going up to being 
almost unanimous,’’ said Auxiliary 
“Bishop Joseph Francis of Newark, N.J., 
speaking on behalf of Pax Christi. He 
predicted that by November, when the 
nation’s hierarchy holds its next general 
meeting, “‘presumably we will have 
almost every bishop in the country-either 
signed or in basic agreement.’’ At their 
November meeting the bishops are to deal 
with a national pastoral letter on war and 
peace issues. ; 


Bishop Maher said last December that 
“‘there is a grave need to initiate a 
bilateral disarmament agreement that can 
be enforced,’’and added that ‘‘to 
continue to have a.. bid -up of nuclear

Reagan endorses 
prayer amendment

WASHINGTON (NC) — In a 
~controversy which continues to split the 
religious community President Reagan 
May 6 endorsed efforts to amend the 
Constitution to allow officially sanctioned 
prayer services in public schools. 


Reagan’s amendment, according to a 


White House fact sheet, would allow state 
and local governments to select or 
compose prayers for use in the public 
schools. 

THE AMENDMENT, which the 
White House said would be submitted to 
Congress by mid-May, also would 
‘‘absolutely forbid’’ public schools or 
other government agencies from 
requiring anyone to participate in the 
religious exercises. 

‘“‘No one must ever be forced or 
coerced or pressured to take part in any 
religious exercise, but neither should the 
government forbid religious practice,’’ 
said Reagan in a White House ceremony 
marking the annual National Day of 
Prayer. 

Despite administration emphasis on the 
‘voluntary’? nature of school prayer 
under the amendment, several major 
religious groups objected.

When Pope John Paul II visits Portugal 
May 12-15, the emotion expected to 
permeate the trip is gratitude that the 
61-year-old pope is-alive to travel at all. 
“Next May 13 I intend to be in Fatima 
in order to thank the Most Blessed Virgin 


who maternally protected me during the 


(May 13, 1981) assassination attempt and 
also to ask the help of the madonna for 
humanity,’’ Pope John Paul said March 7 
in announcing the trip. 


THE POPE also: is expected to 
emphasize many of the messages that he 
has taken to other Western European 
countries. 


According to sources familiar with the 
Portuguese Church and the Vatican, the 
pope is likely to condemn materialism and 
Communism as philosophies harmful to 
human dignity, to reiterate the Church’s 
opposition to abortion and to ask the 
nation’s overwhelmingly Catholic 


majority to improve their practice of the 


faith. 


In Fatima, where Mary appeared to 
three shepherd children six times in 1917, 
the pope is scheduled to pray and to meet 
with the nation’s~ bishops, priests, 
construction workers, Religious, 
seminarians and shrine employees. The 
schedule also calls for him to inaugurate a 
new Paul VI Center. 


SOURCES EXPECT him to talk 
about last year’s May 13 attempt on his 
life, which kept him hospitalized for 77 
days. 

More than a million people are 
expected to come to Fatima for the pope’s 
24-hour visit, marking the 65th 
anniversary May 13 of the first 
apparition. 

“On apparition anniversaries, even 
when the pope isn’t here, you cannot 
move in this town,’’ said Francisco De 
Oliveira, “general secretary of the 
sanctuary’s administration. ‘‘All the 
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production, testing and deployment of all 
nuclear weapons, accompanied by verifi- 
cation procedures, as a first step toward 
negotiated reductions in their existing 
nuclear arsenals. 


IT DOES NOT call for unilateral 
disarmament by the United States alone, 
and has received significant national 
attention in recent months and grown 
rapidly in popular support. 


The Reagan administration strenu- 
ously opposes it, arguing that a freeze 
would lock the United States into a 
position of strategic inferiority and take 


away incentives for the Soviet Union to 


negotiate nuclear reductions. 


Freeze supporters argue that U.S. and 


Soviet nuclear arsenals are essentially 


equal, that each side’s growing overkill 
capacity has long since passed the level of 
reasonable deterrence, and that the 
further growth of nuclear arsenals and 
development of new weapons and 
delivery systems constitute a greater 
danger to world peace than the risks 
entailed in a freeze.

The shrine of Our Lady of Fatima, 
which Pope John Paul II is scheduled to 
visit during his current trip to Portugal, is 
located in a spot in the central part of the 
country that was internationally unknown 
before the miraculous events that 
occurred there in 1917, the year which 
also witnessed the Russian Revolution. 


Pope John Paul’s scheduled 24-hour 
visit to Fatima May 12-13 will mark the 
65th anniversary of the first apparition of 
the Virgin Mary to three shepherd 
children and the first anniversary of the 
attempt on the pope’s life in St. Peter’s 
Square. He has thanked Our Lady of 
Fatima several times for saving his life. 


HIS VISIT WILL be the second by a 
pope to the shrine. Pope Paul VI made a 
one-day trip there 15 years ago, on May 


13, 1967, for the 50th anniversary of the 
apparitions. 


As apparitions of Mary made Lourdes, 
France, the Marian shrine of the 19th 
century, they have made Fatima the 
Marian shrine of the 20th century. In the 
‘New World, the Basilica of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe in Mexico City draws millions 
each year to the spot where, 450 years 
ago, the Virgin appeared to the Indian 
Juan Diego, leaving behind a miraculous 
image on his cloak as proof of what 
happened. 


The Fatima apparitions occurred six 
times between May 13 and Oct. 13, 1917, 
at Cova da Iria. The three young 
children, Lucia dos Santos, and her 
cousins, Francisco, who died in 1919, and 
Jacinta, who died in 1920, said they saw 
the figure of a lady brighter than the sun

Msgr. Popell’s old ‘love letters’ to Mary now basis of book

EL CAJON:.— When he was a 


-.chaplain in: the U.S. Navy, Msgr. 


‘Charles Popell would often write what he 
calls ‘‘love letters’’ to Mary, the mother 


_ of Jesus. 


And now that he is retired from the 
Diocese of Grand Rapids, Mich., Msgr. 
has collected those thoughts, added three 
years of research and reflection; and 
published a book on the ‘‘hidden’’ nine 
months of Mary’s life from the Annuncia- 
tion to that first Christmas in Bethlehem 
when the Lord was born. 


“PVE BEEN DOING for others for 
so long, and now I have time to do things 
for myself,’’ said Msgr. Popell. So in 
addition to his writing and painting, he 
also assists Msgr. John Campion at St. 
Kieran Church — ‘‘T don’t think a priest 
ever retires from his priesthood.”’ 


Msgr. Popell had a two-fold purpose in 
writing his book, Bitter Water for the Unborn 
Jesus. ‘“‘Mary’s motherhood is important 
in this day and age when people need a 
role model for motherhood,”’ he believes. 
“‘And perhaps she’s been ‘hidden’ from 
people by Mariologists, although un-

devotions to her, but it is important to 
relate to her as a person, as the mother of 
Jesus.”’

' Palestine engagement was considered as 
serious and as binding as marriage. 
“‘Joseph was tempted to seek a separation 
because he was not the father of her child, 
and under the law Mary was under the 
legal threat of being stoned to death for 
adultery.’’ 

THE MESSAGE of the Angel Gabriel, 
that she was to. be the mother: of the 
promised Messiah by the power of the 
Holy Spirit, was obviously something 
Mary accepted, said Msgr. Popell, but 
the narrative in St. Luke’s Gospel is 
obviously the later reflection of a mature 


woman, and not. the 15-year-old girl of 


the Annunciation; only after her Son’s 
death on the cross, Msgr. beli¢ves, could 


Mary have realized the full import of 


Jesus’ divinity or her own role as the 


Mother of God. 


Yet it is the fully human condition of 


Mary the young, pregnant girl, believes 
Msgr. Popell, that offers people the hope 
and meaning that Mary can bring into 
our lives. Our relationship with Mary, 
he said, has to go beyond anything that 
simply distracts us from the full 
realization that she was a person. 


Bitter Water for the Unborn Jesus should 
especially appeal to pro-life groups, 


- people against abortion, doctors and 


nurses trying to form their consciences on 
the issue, and perhaps even young women 
who are pregnant and unwed, as well as 


‘women looking for a role model as 


mothers, said Msgr. Popell. 


' “EVEN THE greatest of saints have 
had moments. of doubt and human 
weakness, but because of God’s grace 
they have succeeded in what He has 
willed for them.’ David was weak and 
sinful and caused God a lot of trouble, but 
still from the House of David, Jesus was 
born. Solomon, with all of his wisdom, 
had problems with materialism and 
sensuality. Yet these people - were 
outstanding in the divine plan.’’ 


Scripture tells us that Jesus who was 
without sin was Himself tempted, said 
Msgr. Popell, and that Mary, who was 
totally human, was in her own lifetime 
subject to trial and danger. And in his 
own book, says Msgr., ‘‘I present her as a 
real live person to whom people of all ages 
can relate.’’

Rx for the working poor 


The advent of Medicare and Medicaid in.the mid-1960s 
brought a new era of better and more comprehensive 
health care to many American ‘citizens — particularly the 
poor. 

Even technically sophisticated and extremely expensive 
medical treatment, such as open heart surgery, became a 
possibility for retired dishwashers or disabled and 
impoverished pérsons. 

However, something unpleasant also happened with the 
introduction of Medicare and Medicaid: — medical costs 
skyrocketed almost incredibly. 

' Consider these few facts 

e Hospital room charges were increasing at an annual 
rate of about 6 percent before Medicare and Medicaid. In 
the five years following the implementation of Medicare 
and Medicaid, the annual rates of increase were almost 15 
percent. 

© The Consumer Price Index for total medical care 
leaped from a base of 100 in 1967 to 410 in 1980. 


¢ The United States’ health care bill in the last two 
decades has been doubling about every six years. 

¢ Health care costs in the United States multiplied 
tweity-fold between 1950 and 1980 from $12.7 Dames to 
$247.2 billion. 

The cause of the rising costs of keeping healthy or being 
restored to health are undoubtedly many — the general 
rate of inflation, technological advances, construction 
loans, upscaling the wages and benefits oo lower paid 
workers, and just plain greed. 

The upshot of all this is:that a decade an a half after 
Medicare and Medicaid became realities, some Americans 
are in a worse state than before, regarding health care. The 
two groups left behind are the working poor and middle- 
class persons on fixed incomes, who are uncovered by 
government or private health insurance. 

The working poor, because they are not part of the 
welfare system, see Medicaid pass them by and have not 
the wherewithal to purchase their own medical care needs. 

The uninsured middle-income folks not eligible for 
Medicare or Medicaid have become truly health care poor. 

Both groups postpone physical checkups, let needed 
prescriptions expire unused, do not make medical 
appointments except in emergenices. 

There is no worthy goal for this nation in health care 
other than adequate medical treatment — including 
preventive care — for all U.S. citizens. It is difficult to see 
how Christians could read the Gospel and conclude 
otherwise. 

To achieve this goal will require some form of national 
health insurance, together with virgorous efforts to keep 
health care costs at a reasonable level of yearly increase. 

_ There +s no getting away from the fact that the 
government will have to continue to be deeply involved. 

Certainly the answer to U.S. health care needs is not to 
abandon present efforts — as the proposed $1.8 billion cut 
in Medicaid for fiscal year 1983 tends towarci — but to 
work wisely from where we are to where our consciences 
tell us we need to be.

hummingbirds poise before the deep tubular watsonia 
blossom in a miracle of aeronautical accomplishment. 
Brown towhees flash their orange underwings at us as 
they order their nests in the grass. 


Woodpeckers are noisy with their hammering in the 


oaks but beautiful as they fly, showing the round white 
patches on their black wings, with the sun striking scarlet 
off their red jamulkas. One of the more adventurous 
knocks on the rafters above my bedroom window each 
morning at 5:30, rather rudely, I think. 


THE ROBINS have gone now, and the little black- 
hooded towhees, but the doves are always with us, calling 
softly and sadly through the day, and the whiskered owl 
hoots gently on a descending scale as if in despair through 
the night. Soon the swallows will come back and delight 
us with their early morning and late afternoon ritual, 
swooping down and around the house in swift, graceful 
dips and soarings in flights of a score or more. 


Hawks are pairing off on hillsides already grey-blue 
with wild lilac blossom. The Indian peonies are showing 
the deep vermilion of their blossom and wild lupins stand 
tall and in all shades of purple among the bright yellow 


legumes. A phainopepla, glossy black and crested came 
the other day to rest on the golden sprays of the sweet- 
broom, reminding us that the orioles and goldfinches are 
not far away. 


Consider the birds of the air. Considering them, who 
can help but be filled with wonder at the infinite variety of 
God and His infinite creativeness? Surely, contemplating 
them is not escaping from what is real, but centering in on 
it? And indeed, if we are bent on escaping the thought of 
violence, the habitat of hummingbirds is not the place to 
be. These tiny feathered cannonballs stake out their terri- 
torial claims and launch themselves like self-propelled 
missiles at any who intrudes upon their space. 


WE DO NOT avoid human problems and difficulties 
by considering the birds and glorious flowers; we merely 
are exposed to a different perspective, in which it is possi- 
ble to find a new acceptance and understanding of the 
purpose of life. ‘“Look at the birds of the sky. They do not 
reap or sow or gather into barns; yet your heavenly 
Father feeds them. Are you not worth much more than 
they?... Think of the flowers of the fields, they never work 
nor spin, yet not even Solomon in all his glory was robed 
like one of these...So do not worry.”’ 


Mother's Day, 1982 


What American woman has had the most influence in 
shaping American history? Nancy Hanks is a likely can- 
didate for that honor. I think we can say that Nancy 
Hanks made a tremendous contribution toward freeing 
the black people from slavery, and toward keeping this 
nation united. 


Nancy Hanks Lincoln is the mother of our most belov- 
ed president. I am taking Abraham Lincoln at his word 
when he said that ‘‘everything that I am or hope to be, I 
owe to my dear mother.’’ Through the influence of his 
mother’s character, so gentle and compassionate, so self- 
giving and deeply religious, Abraham Lincoln was shaped 
into the truly great person who was needed to guide our 
nation in ending human slavery and preserving our 
Union. In this very real sense, Nancy Hanks Lincoln, 
through her son, was responsible for making this nation 
both free and great. 


THIS IS NOT so much a tribute and honor to Nancy 
Hanks Lincoln as it is a tribute and honor to all mothers. 
The old saying, ‘‘the hand that rocks the cradle rules the 
world,’ is so true. Freud was so right when he said that a 
person’s character is largely shaped by his years of infan- 
cy, and the person most influential in shaping the in- 
dividual’s character is his mother. 
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How many millions of mothers there have been who, 
through the influence of their love, careful guidance and 
self-sacrifice and noble example, have brought up sons 
and daughters to be good citizens, loving and compas- 


_ sionate human beings, and devoted Christians. 


So many of us can think back on our childhood and 
realize the good influence of our mothers on our life and 
character. Your mother taught you to appreciate your 
faith; her example of love for you and unselfish care for 
you has encouraged you to follow that example in dealing 
with your fellow human beings. You think back to those 
moments in your childhood when you were content just to 
be near mother, happy and content to play on the floor 
with your blocks or dolls, as long as mother was in the 
room. When she was there, everything seemed right with 
the world. But if mother left the room, suddenly it felt like 
the sun going behind a cloud, and things just weren’t 
right. When she came back, the warm sun came out and 
everything was right again with the world. In your school 
years, when you came home from school the first thing 
you did was call out, ‘“‘hey, mom!”’ to tell your mother 
you were home, and tell her what you did in school and 
get her words of approval. Those of you who lived out in 
the country, I am sure you can remember picking a little 
bouquet of wildflowers, maybe a little bunch of violets, to 
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give to your mother. And what was all this about? Love. 
The love you received from your mother and the love you 
gave to her. 


PSYCHOLOGISTS TELL us that what a child needs 
most in its infancy is love, a warm, enveloping love that 
expresses itself in the cuddling and cradling and play and 
affectionate words that the mother lavishes on her infant. 
Our mother’s beneficent influence begins here and ex- 
tends throughout our life. _ 


Already you may be thinking of the greatest example of 
a mother’s influence. The decision of a simple country 
girl 2,000 years ago to become a mother has brought the 
greatest conceivable blessing to the human race. Certain- 
ly God made her aware of the terrible suffering that would 
eventually befall her if she consented to become the 
mother of Jesus. 


But moved by faith and love, love for God and for us, 
this greatest mother did consent. Just as our first parents 
by their tragic decision brought disaster to the human 
race, so Mary’s consent to motherhood has given us sal- 
vation from that disaster, has given us Our Divine Savior.

PHILADELPHIA (NC) — The head of the Vatican 
Congregation for the Clergy warned seminarians against 
the possible dangers to the Church posed by basic 
Christian communities and the idea of inculturation. 


Basic Christian communities are generally Bible-study 
and action groups, which in some places exist outside 
parishes and which concentrate on social and economic 
issues. They are common in the Church in Latin America 
and among Hispanics in the United States. 


INCULTURATION IS the effort to adapt 
Catholicism to local cultures, especially in mission 
territories. 


Cardinal Silvio Oddi, the clergy congregation’s 
prefect, said that although the basic Christian 
communities have a place in the Church, they could 
become a ‘‘malignant cancer’’ in the Body of Christ if 
they seek to take over the legitimate functions of the 
parish and the diocese. 


In an address marking the 150th anniversary of St. 
Charles Borromeo Seminary in suburban Overbrook he 
told students that the idea of inculturation could 
undermine the position of the pope and is often a

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disguised effort to permit local aberrations from the faith. 


SPEAKING OF tthe crisis in vocations to the 
priesthood, he said: ‘‘I do not believe there is a vocation 
shortage; I believe there is a response shortage, and I 
think it is time to face up to the reason why such a 
shortage exists.’’ 


“‘God continues to invite young men to serve His 
people in His name,”’ he said, ‘‘but what young man in 
this age of doctrinal confusion, of shameless self- 
fulfillment, of the adoration of man and the attempted 
annihilation of God will have the perspicacity, the 
generosity, the courage and the faith to cry out with 
Isaiah, ‘Here I am, send me,’ unless inspired by the holy, 
loyal priests he sees around him?”’ 


The cardinal said, ‘‘We hear it predicted in some 
misinformed quarters that the Church of the future will 
become a sort of amorphous conglomeration of what are 
commonly, and ambiguously, termed basic Christian 
communities. But we know that, while non-political 
grass-root ecclesial communities can, indeed, have a 
legitimate place in the organism of the body of Christ, 
they will not and may not appropriate to themselves the 
legitimate functions of the parish, the diocese, the 
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universal magisterium- (teaching authority of the 
Church). 


“IF THEY WOULD attempt this,’’ Cardinal Oddi 
continued, ‘‘they would become a malignant cancer, 
propagating themselves, as cancers do, in a disorderly 
manner throughout the body of Christ and invading the 
necessary operation of other essential organs. 


‘Still other misguided prophets,’’ the cardinal said, 
‘‘suggest that the Church of tomorrow will become a sort 
of religious United Nations, so deeply inculturated in 
various civilizations of the globe that it will no longer be 
possible to accept a universal pontiff, whose very position 
would be a countersign to the rights and legitimate 
autonomy of the local churches.”’ 


” 


Rejecting this view, the cardinal said: ‘‘Inculturation 
does not consist in splitting up the body of Christ into 
sealed enclaves, isolated by linguistic, racial, 
anthropological or other cultural divisions. On the 
contrary, inculturation means bringing the one Gospel to 
bear on each and every culture of mankind, in such a way 
that the expressive genius of the various peoples will 
faithfully translate, each into its own expression, the one 
Gospel of Jesus Christ.” 


‘““LET US BE honest,’’ Cardinal Oddi said. ‘‘Is it not 
frequently true that exaggerated efforts to emphasize the 
individual identity of particular churches is merely a 
disguised attempt to justify local aberrations that cannot 
possibly be tolerated by authentic Christian teaching?”’ 


The Cardinal said he does not think the introduction of 
new ministries into the Church is the reason for the 
decrease in candidates for the priesthood. But, he added, 
‘‘when new ministries begin to exaggerate their role in the 
Church, they will certainly confuse and upset the clergy 
who may wonder whether it was worth giving their lives 
.to their vocation when others are doing virtually the same 
work without the benefit of holy orders and without the 
discipline that holy orders impose.” :

Gov't cannot ‘escape’ its 
responsibility to the poor

NEW YORK (NC) — Efforts by 
President Reagan to shift responsibility 
for the poor from government to churches 
and other private dispensers of charity 
were challenged by Archbishop Joseph 
Bernardin of Cincinnati. 


“T am the first to admit that the 
Church ought to do more, but 
government also has a responsibility from 
which it cannot escape,’’ he said in New 
York. ‘‘Voluntarism alone cannot resolve 
the problem of poverty.’’ Speaking on 
‘Poverty in America: the Social Sin of 
Our Time,’”’ Archbishop ‘Bernardin 
appeared in the Shepherds Speak series of 
Sunday vespers addresses at the 
Cathedral of St. James in Brooklyn, N.Y. 


HE EMPHASIZED the papal 
teaching on social justice in the encyclicals 
going back to Pope Leo XIII’s Rerum 
Novarum of 1891, and quoted numerous 
statements on the same topic by Pope 


- John Paul II. 


Archbishop Bernardin said the Church 
does not claim any special expertise in the 
political, economic and social order. But 
he said Church teaching provides an 
‘‘indispensable framework’’ for dealing 
with issues in that sphere and needs 


. ‘more exposure at this time.’”’ 


‘‘Our voice must be heard,’’ he said, 
adding that the Church’s voice should not 
be only for charity but also for justice. 
‘*The Church has a rich tradition of social 
teaching rooted in the dignity of the 
human person,’”’ he said. 
‘Unfortunately, this teaching is not so 
well known or does not seem to make as 


~much of an impact as some other 


teachings.”’ 


ARCHBISHOP BERNARDIN cited 
Pope John Paul’s 1979 speech at Yankee 
Stadium in New York and his call there 
for Americans to ‘‘seek out the structural 
reasons for poverty’? so the proper 
remedy could be applied. He also cited 
the ‘‘preferential option for the poor’’ 
made by the Latin American bishops at 
their 1979 meeting in Pueblo, Mexico, 
and suggested ways the Church in the 
United States could proceed in making 
the same option. 
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Archbishop Bernardin alluded to the 
relation of ‘‘the cost of the arms race’’ to 
“‘the plight of the peor.’’ He is currently 
chairing a bishops’ committee set up to 
prepare a pastoral letter on the arms 
topic, and he expressed confidence that 
the letter would be ready when the 
bishops meet in November and would be 
issued. 


The archbishop said the ‘‘most difficult 
but most useful’? task for the U.S. 
Church today is to ‘‘undertake and 
encourage others to undertake’’ a fresh 
appraisal of the causes of poverty. Many 
people have found America a land of 
opportunity but some have not, he said, 
and the reasons for this should be 
explored. 


‘SARE OUR schools breaking down 
class barriers or creating a new elite 
class?’’? he asked as an example of 
questions to be examined. 


Archbishop Bernardin said the 
Church’s own ‘‘sizable amount’’ of 
current service to the poor should be 
increased. ‘‘The growing crisis requires a 
special effort,’’ he said. 


He- also expressed frustration about 
getting more affluent parishes of his own 
archdiocese to make aid to poorer inner- 
city parishes a priority. Wealthier 
churches often say they cannot afford 
requested donations to help keep inner- 
city parishes and schools operating but 
then raise much larger amounts to spend 
on their own plants and to add new 
facilities such as gymnasiums, he said. He 
said he has told his archdiocesan social 
action commission that ‘‘they are 
constantly speaking to themselves’’ and 
constitute only a ‘“small network.’’ 


THEIR CONSTITUENCY needs to 
be enlarged in the parishes, he said, 
though he acknowledged being uncertain 
as to how to accomplish that and said he 
sensed no urgency about social justice 
among the main body of Church 
members. ‘‘I’m_ talking about. good 
people, not bad ‘people,’’ Archbishop 
Bernardin said. ‘“These are good people, 
but people with a different vision of the 
Church and its mission. How do we help 
them see a vision more in line with the 
Gospel? That’s our challenge.’’

Baby-killing will cost hospitals federal $ 


WASHINGTON (NC) — President Reagan, acting in 
the case of a Down’s syndrome baby who recently was 
starved to death, has issued a memorandum which could 
result in the cutoff of millions of, federal dollars to 
hospitals which decline to treat such handicapped 
individuals. 


Prompted by the outcries of a number of groups and 
individuals, Reagan said that he considers denial of such 
treatment a violation of federal anti-discrimination 
regulations. 


THE CATHOLIC League for Religious and Civil 
Rights in a telegram to the president urged enforcement 
of section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, which 
forbids discrimination against the handicapped by any 
agency receiving federal funds. 


The league told Reagan enforcement of the law could 
prevent further instances of ‘‘infanticide,’’ such as the 
death April 15 of the Down’s syndrome baby in a 
Bloomington, Ind., hospital (SC, Apr. 22). 

The parents of the baby, born April 9, directed that the 
baby not be given intravenous feeding or surgery to 
correct an abnormal esophagus, which prevented food 
from reaching the unidentified baby’s stomach. 


STATE COURTS in Indiana ruled against interfering 
with the parents’ decision. 


The Catholic League had threatened to sue the 
government to require. enforcement of the anti-dis- 
crimination section of the act. But according to Patrick 
Monaghan, Catholic League general counsel, the league 
decided to drop its planned litigation after being informed 
by the White House of the president’s memorandum. 


Reagan, in his memo to Health and Human Services 
Secretary Richard S. Schweiker and Attorney. General 
William French Smith, said, ‘‘Reguiations under this law 
specifically prohibit hospitals and other providers of 
health services receiving federal assistance from 
discriminating against the handicapped.”’ 


Effective as pill, IUD 


MOST IF NOT all health service agencies receive 
federal funds through their participation in Medicare and 
Medicaid and other federal health programs. 


Reagan told Schweiker to notify health care providers 
“‘that if they receive federal funds they must abide by’”’ 
the law’s anti-discrimination provisions. 


He also told Smith to research the available ‘‘federal 
and constitutional remedies’’ to be used against those who 
break the law. ; 


MONAGHAN SAID the Catholic League’s suit had 
not been planned as a challenge to Reagan but rather as 
an effort to force a sometimes recalcitrant federal 
bureaucracy to act. 


He said in the absence of a lawsuit the Catholic League 
would be following ‘‘closely and carefully’’ the federal 
government’s compliance with the anti-discrimination 
provisions of the act in similar cases in the future. 


The death of the six-day-old baby boy, whose abnormal 
esophagus was considered correctable by surgery, 


. prompted a wave of protests from right-to-life and 


handicapped rights groups. 


SEVERAL PEOPLE reportedly offered to adopt the 
child, who was baptized a Catholic. Before the baby died 
Indiana attorneys seeking to save his life had planned to 
ask U.S. Supreme Court Justice John Paul Stevens for an 
emergency order to save the baby. 


Down’s syndrome — once known as ‘‘mongolism’’ — 
is a deformity which is frequently accompanied by mental 
retardation and other problems. 


While the Church teaches that extraordinary means do 
not need to be employed to continue life, the surgery and 
intravenous feeding which would have saved the baby’s 
life should not have been considered extraordinary. 


Priests and married ‘ignorant’ on NFP 


_-NEW- YORK (NC) — Natural family planning “‘now 


ranks in effectiveness with the pill and IUD (both aborti- 


facients) for the couple with suitable training and 
motivation,’’ said Benedictine Father Paul Marx, who 
has spent more than 30 years studying natural family 
planning. 

In an article in the April issue of the Homiletic and 
Pastoral Review, a monthly magazine for priests, Father 
Marx, former professor of sociology at St. John’s 
University, Collegeville, Minn., said that during the 
years he has spent studying natural family planning, he 
has been struck by ‘‘the astounding ignorance of the vast 
majority of people, married or unmarried, about 
procreation.”’ 


‘“WHATEVER IS taught in biology courses,’’ he 
said, ‘‘it obviously is not the details of the human 
reproductive system, into which the good Lord has built a 
means of fertility control that makes it unnecessary, even 
stupid, to resort to contraception, abortifacient pills and 
devices, the veterinarian approach of sterilization, and 
surgical abortion, which always becomes a major means 
of birth control once legalized.” 

Father Marx continued, ‘‘The woman is infertile most 
of the time: a couple who learn to recognize the signs of 
her cyclic fertility have the very best means of birth 
control, religion aside.’’ 


He added that he was not talking ‘‘about ‘rhythm,’ also 


called ‘Vatican roulette’ by jokesters who are ignorant of - 


the fact that the Church has — wisely — never endorsed 
any particular method.’’ 

DISCUSSING THE morality of other methods of 
contraception, Father Marx said that, even though 
science cannot show the birth control pill or IUD (intra- 
uterine device) ‘‘to be always and everywhere. aborti- 


facient,’’ their use is morally reprehensible because 1! 
involves ‘‘the willingness to kill one’s own unborn 
children.”’ 


Among the reasons fortignorance about natural family 
planning and for the low incidence of its use by U.» 
Catholics, Father Marx said, was the fact that U.S. 
priests ‘‘are almost totally ignorant’’ about the dynamics 
of natural family planning. 

Millions of U.S. Catholic couples, he said, ‘‘have 
already been denied ready access to information and 
instruction by indecisive priests and diocesan bureaucrats 
who have been encouraged to regard NFP (natural family 
planning) as a frill of somewhat less importance than 
playing bridge to benefit the parish Altar and Rosary 
Society.” 

POPE JOHN PAUL II. promoted natural family 
planning for more than 20 years in Poland, Father Marx 
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‘said, and as archbishop of Cracow directed his priests 
“never to witness the marriage of any young couple who 
did not know God’s way of controlling their fertility.’’ 


On the other hand, the Benedictine said, very few U.S. 
bishops have ever promoted natural family planning 
actively. 


Among the ways of promoting natural family planning 
in the United States, Father Marx suggested: 


e Every diocese should include natural family 
planning in its marriage preparation program and ‘‘no 
Catholic couple should enter marriage without a 
confident understanding of this human, loving way of 
birth regulation.”’ 


e A natural family planning center should be 
established in every Catholic hospital ‘‘not only to train 
its nurses (and doctors?) but also to serve members of the 
community, especially maternity patients who want such 
information.”’ 


© High school and college marriage courses should 
emphasize Church teaching on marriage and sexuality, 
especially as contained.in Humanae Vitae, Pope Paul VI’s 
encyclical restating the Church’s opposition to artificial 
contraception, and the Declaration on Sexual Ethics issued by 
the Vatican’s Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith. 
The courses should also teach ‘‘about God’s provision of 
a natural means of birth control.”’ 


e Every seminarian should be required to take “‘a 
thorough, orthodox course’’ in Christian sexuality and 
natural family planning.

Hunchback at Lamb’s

NATIONAL CITY — Victor Hugo is so typical of the 
Gallic mindset which perverts France’s rich debt to the 
Church into a galloping anti-clericalism, but his 
Hunchback of Notre Dame remains nevertheless a powerful 
social commentary on 15th-century Paris, much as Upton 
Sinclair’s The Jungle exposed the brutality of turn-of-the- 
century Chicago’s meat-packing industry. 


His Hunchback is the current production at Lamb’s 
Players Theatre through June 5. Under David 
McFadzean’s direction, beggars and cleric, charnel house 
and cloister, provide a vivid background in which the ill- 


- fated bellringer Quasimodo and the gypsy Esmeralda fa!! 


victim to a perverted logic by which the honest are hanged 
from time to time to keep the system honest. 


DAVID HEATH is convincing as the deformed 
gargoyle jumper, and turns in a sensitive — and athletic 
— performance on the bars. and ropes that suggest the 
cathedral’s bell tower. As is usual at Lamb’s, key players 
often have more than one role in the production, and both 
Robert Smyth (the grave keeper and the priest) ‘and 
Lance Kidd (a sort of gypsy-prince, archer in the royal 
guard and a doddering magistrate) are polished 
performers. 


Deborah Gilmour, Mary Smyth, Kate Stellenwerf and 
Trudi Parker are Lamb’s regulars, fine actresses, and 
somehow manage to survive the sometimes heavy 
buffeting they take as the story unfolds. 

One is always impressed with the versatility of this fine 
troupe, and the use they make of a small stage and a 
minimum of scenery. This is an ambitious production, 
runs two-and-a-half-hours, and is worth seeing.

Today’s advocates of a nuclear freeze 
are echoing concerns first voiced by the 
scientific creators of the atomic bomb 
which have caused nightmares for the rest 
of us ever since. Showing how the nuclear 
dilemma originated. is the seven-part 
weekly series Oppenheimer, airing 
Tuesdays at 9 p.m. on KPBS Channel 15 
in San Diego. 


What began as a self-defensive race to 
beat Nazi Germany to the Bomb is shown 
here to have resulted in a nuclear arms 


race with the Soviets — justified in 
current jargon as our ‘“‘window of 
vulnerability.’’ Ironically, many of the 


same scientists who helped create the 
A-bomb were the ones to raise moral 
objections first to its use against Japanese 
cities and then to the development of the 
far more powerful H-bomb. 


AT THE CENTER of all this was J. 
Robert Oppenheimer, the college 
professor of physics who led the. massive 
scientific effort at Los Alamos to unleash 
the power of the atom. Using his prestige 
after the war to oppose the H-bomb, he 
was dismissed from his government 
advisory post as a security risk. 


The series’ premiere episode 
introduced the viewer to Oppenheimer as 
a somewhat muddle-headed Berkeley 
teacher dabbling in the confused politics 
of the late 1930s. Although he never 
joined the Communist Party, many of his 


friends and relatives were members, a 
well-known fact that had never impeded 
his security clearance until 1953. 


Peter Prince’s script, based on 
documents obtained under the Freedom 
of Information Act, such as 
Oppenheimer’s FBI file, as well as 
interviews with more than 60 of his 
colleagues, relatives and friends, implies 
that he was too much of an egg-head to be 
bothered by any kind of consistency, 
political or otherwise. : 


THE SCRIPT’S Oppenheimer is a 
complicated, many-sided character, with 
an overdeveloped intellect-and an under- 
developed personality. Sam Waterston’s 
performance in the title role projects a 
tentative, ambiguous quality that only 
becomes focused in pursuit of scientific 
ends. 


What is particularly fine about this 
British-made production is its presenta- 
tion of the collaborative nature of 
scientific activity that worked so well at 
Los Alamos, thanks to Oppenheimer’s 
smoothing over the inevitable clashes 
between the strong personalities 
assembled there. What’s not so fine is its 
use of caricature to portray the military 
and political leaders involved in the 
project. : 

British dramatizations of American 
history have never been particularly 
successful, but. the issues raised by 
Oppenheimer are. of critical importance 
during this current period of debate over 
nuclear arms policy.

‘By Michael Gallagher 
e The Chosen (Analysis) 


This screen version of Chaim Potok’s 
best-selling novel, set in the Williamsburg 
section of Brooklyn, N.Y., during and 
immediately after the Second World War, 
is about a confrontation between two 
views of life and religious faith, focusing 
upon two Jewish teen-agers, Danny and 
Reuven (Robby Benson. and David 
Miller), one the son of a revered Hassidic 
rabbi (Rod Steiger), the other the son of a 
secular scholar (Maximilian Schell). 
The U.S. Catholic Conference has 
classified it A-II, adolescents and adults 
(Recommended), and the Motion Picture 
Association of America has rated it PG, 
parental guidance suggested. 


e If You Could See What I Hear 
(Jensen Farley) 


Based upon the college experiences of 
blind singer-entertainer Tom Sullivan, 
this muddled little movie is not at all 
certain where it wants to go. The mood is 
either crude slapstick or pathos with very 
little in between, and the pell-mell 
direction of Eric Till doesn’t make up for 
the transgtessions and omissions of Stuart 
Gilliard’s sketchy, shallow screenplay. 
Marc Singer struggles energetically with 
the role of the handicapped Sullivan but 
fails to charm. Sarah Togrov is appealing 
as the girl the hero eventually marries, 
and Shari Belafonte Harper (Harry 
Belafonte’s talented daughter), though 
she has nothing to work with in the way of 
characterization, makes a_ strong 
impression as the girl whom Sullivan first 
falls in love with. Sullivan’s pursuit of 
women and an off-again, on-again 
religious dimension — the hero, a 
Catholic, is mad at God — is, like 
everything else in the film, conveyed in a 
crude, insensitive manner. Because of this 
and because of a couple of bedroom 
scenes, done without nudity, the U.S.

This vapid and pretentious Brazilian 
film by Arnaldo Jabor presents two bored 
members of the privileged class (Sonia 
Braga and Paulo Cesar Perelo) acting out 
their fantasies at tedious length in a 
luxurious Rio high rise. Jabor presumes 
to deal with politics in sexual terms but 
succeeds only in producing a_ boring 
exercise in softcore pornography which 
lacks any trace of the necessary courage or 
insight.
